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Bank Execs Reap Big Rewards 


Study: Benefits would cover bailout costs of many banks 


Banks that are getting taxpayer bailouts 
awarded their top executives nearly $1.6 
billion in salaries, bonuses, and other ben- 
efits last year, an Associated Press analy- 
sis reveals. 

The rewards came even at banks where 
poor results last year foretold the econom- 
ic crisis that sent them to Washington for 
a government rescue. Some trimmed their 
executive compensation due to lagging 


bank performance, but still forked over 
multimillion- dollar executive pay packages. 

Benefits included cash bonuses, stock 
options, personal use of company jets and 
chauffeurs, home security, country club mem- 
berships and professional money management, 
the AP review of federal securities documents 
found. The total amount given to nearly 600 
executives would cover bailout costs for many 
of the 116 banks that have so far accepted tax 


dollars to boost their bottom lines. 

Rep. Barney Frank, chairman of the 
House Financial Services committee and a 
long-standing critic of executive largesse, said 
the bonuses tallied by the AP review amount 
to a bribe “to get them to do the jobs for which 
they are well paid in the first place. 

“Most of us sign on to do jobs and we do 
them best we can,” said Frank. “We’re told 
that some of the most highly paid people in 
executive positions are different. They need 
extra money to be motivated!” (ap)

Cheney Is 
Unmoved 
By Critics 

Vice president defends 
his tenure, responds 
to Bideri s criticism 

WASHINGTON! Vice President Dick 
Cheney offered an unabashed 
defense of the Bush administra- 
tion’s claims of broad executive 
powers Sunday, 
mocking criti- 
cism from Vice 
President-elect 
Joe Biden and 
saying the presi- 
dent “doesn’t have 
to check with 
anybody” before 
launching a nuclear attack. 

In an interview on Fox News, 
Cheney fired back at Biden’s con- 
tention that he was probably “the 
most dangerous vice president” in 
U.S. history. 

“If [Biden] wants to diminish 
the office of the vice president, that’s 
obviously his call,” Cheney said. 

Cheney was blunt and unapolo- 
getic about his role in some of the 
most controversial issues of the past 
eight years, including the Iraq war, 
warrantless surveillance and harsh 
interrogations. Cheney also said he 
disagreed with Bush’s decision to 
remove Defense Secretary Donald 
Rumsfeld, saying that “the presi- 
dent doesn’t always take my advice.”

Continental aircraft 
nearly broke apart in 
Colo, runway accident 

DENVER I It was a miracle that no 
one was killed when an airliner 
veered sharply off a runway dur- 
ing takeoff, burst into flames and 
nearly broke apart, firefighters 
said Sunday. 

There was no official word on 
the possible cause of the crash of 
Continental Flight 1404 at Den- 
ver International Airport, which 
injured 38 people. Cockpit and 
voice recorders were recovered and

appeared to be in good condition, 
the National Transportation Safety 
Board said Sunday. 

The entire right side of the Boe- 
ing 737-500 was burned in the Sat- 
urday evening accident, and melted 


plastic from overhead compart- 
ments dripped onto the seats. 

“It was a miracle ... that every- 
body survived the impact and the 
fire,” said Bill Davis, an assistant 
Denver fire chief assigned to the 
airport. “It was just amazing.” 

A crack encircled much of the 
fuselage near the trailing edge of the 
wings, and the left engine had bro- 
ken loose and come to a rest about 
30 feet away, Davis said. 

Davis, one of the firefighters who 
rushed to the scene, said the plane 
came to a rest about 200 yards from 
one of the airport’s four fire stations. 
He said passengers walked out of 


the ravine in 24 -degree cold. The 
110 passengers and five crew mem- 
bers left the plane on emergency 
slides, officials said. 

Gabriel Trejos told KUSA-TV 
in Denver that the plane buckled 
toward its middle and that the seats 
felt like they were closing in on him, 
his pregnant wife and his 13-month- 
old son, who was on his lap. 

Thirty-eight people suffered 
injuries in the crash. Two people 
were initially listed in critical con- 
dition at the University of Colorado 
Hospital but were upgraded Sun- 
day, spokeswoman Tonya Ewers

Winter Waits For No One 



On first day of season, 
northeast slammed by 
bitter cold, heavy snow 

DES MOINES, IOWA I Weekend 
storms in the nation’s northern half 
knocked out power to thousands 
of customers Sunday and created 
nightmarish conditions for holiday 
travelers coast to coast on the first 
official day of winter. 

Gusty winds in the Midwest, 
where wind chills dipped to minus 
30 or lower, produced whiteout con- 
ditions that contributed to at least 
two vehicle pileups, in Wisconsin 
and Michigan. 

And blizzard warnings were 
issued for parts of Maine, where up 
to 24 inches of snow was expected. 
Forecasters warned that strong 
wind could create whiteout condi- 
tions and deep drifts. 

“This is a classic nor’easter,” said 
meteorologist John Cannon. “It’s 
got all the features.” 

Parts of Iowa and Illinois were 


under blizzard warnings. Power 
was knocked out to more than 
35,000 customers Sunday in Illinois 
shortly after being restored. 

Wind gusts up to 35 mph blew 
snow and contributed to a crash 
involving at least 30 vehicles Sun- 
day in Michigan on Interstate 94, a 
major route between Chicago and 
Detroit, officials said. 

Even hardy Minnesotans buck- 
led to the cold, calling off a Minne- 


apolis holiday parade Sunday that is 
automatically canceled if the wind 
chill dips below 20 degrees. 

Temperatures in northern Maine 
early Sunday included minus 40 
on the Big Black River in Aroos- 
took County. 

The storm battering Maine also 
produced sleet and freezing rain in 
New York and New Jersey, delay- 
ing flights at Newark Airport by an 
average of two hours, (ap)

Pastor Defends Invitation 


Gay rights groups are 
upset about Obamas 
inaugural prayer pick 

LONG BEACH, CALIF. I Under fire for 
opposing gay marriage, influential 
evangelical pastor Rick Warren said 
Saturday that he loves Muslims, 
people of other religions, Repub- 
licans and Democrats, and he also 
loves “gays and straights.” 

The 54-year-old pastor and 
founder of Saddleback Church in 
Southern California told the crowd 
of 500 that it’s unrealistic to expect 
everyone to agree on everything all 
the time. 

“You don’t have to see eye to 
eye to walk hand in hand,” said 
Warren. 

Warren also defended President- 
elect Barack Obama’s invitation that

he give the invocation at the Jan. 20 
inauguration in the keynote speech 
he delivered at the Muslim Public 
Affairs Council’s annual conven- 
tion in Long Beach. 

Obama’s choice of Warren ear- 
lier this week sparked outcry from 
gay rights and other liberal groups, 


who said choosing such an outspo- 
ken opponent of gay marriage was 
tantamount to endorsing bigotry. 

“Three years ago I took enor- 
mous heat for inviting Barack 
Obama to my church because some 
of his views don’t agree [with mine],” 
he said. “Now he’s invited me.” 

Toward the end of his speech on 
Saturday, Warren also talked about 
singer Melissa Etheridge, who per- 
formed earlier in the evening. War- 
ren said the two had a “wonderful 
conversation” and that he is a huge 
fan who has all her albums. 

Although Warren has said that 
he has nothing personally against 
gays, he has condemned same- 
sex marriage. He is the author of 
numerous Christian books, includ- 
ing “The Purpose Driven Church,” 
which has sold more than 20 mil- 
lion copies.

Iran Closes Nobel Winner’s Office 


Group led by human 
rights activist was to 
honor political prisoner 

TEHRAN, IRAN I Iranian authorities 
shut down the office of a human 
rights group led by Nobel Peace 
Prize winner Shirin Ebadi on Sun- 
day as the group was preparing to 
honor a political activist who spent 
17 years in prison in the Islamic 
republic. 

Iranian authorities banned Eba- 
di’s Center for Protecting Human 


Rights last year, but it had contin- 
ued to operate from an office in 
Tehran. 

Ebadi said police and security 
officials raided and sealed the build- 
ing where her group was working 
without presenting a warrant. No 
arrests were reported. 

The semiofficial Mehr news 
agency reported that judiciary offi- 
cials ordered the center’s closure 
because it did not have the required 
legal permits. A judiciary statement 
said the human rights center had 
issued statements that created an

atmosphere “of media publicity 
against the establishment in recent 
years,” Mehr reported. 

Ebadi said her group would con- 
tinue its work. “Shutting down our 
offices won’t make us stop our ... 

We will meet again some- 
where else and will continue to sup- 
port the rights of activists and politi- 
cal prisoners,” she said. 

Ebadi said recent reports by her 
group accusing the Iranian govern- 
ment of human rights violations 
might have prompted the crack- 
down.

DUBAI, UNITED ARAB EMIRATES I A 

robotic submarine searched beneath 
the Mediterranean on Sunday for 
damaged communications cables, 
two days after Web and telephone 
access was knocked out for much 
of the Middle East. 

Telecommunication providers 
from Cairo to Dubai scrambled 
to reroute voice and data traffic 
through potentially costly detours 
in Asia and North America after the 
lines running under the Mediterra- 
nean Sea were damaged Friday. 

Internet access was largely cut 
off for two days in at least six coun- 
tries that were affected: Egypt, 
Jordan, Bahrain, the United Arab 
Emirates, Sudan and Yemen. 

It is the second time this year that 
Mediterranean cables were severed. 
The earlier cut, in January, was appar- 
ently caused by a ship’s anchor. 

A ship operated by France Tele- 
com’s marine division arrived Sun- 
day afternoon at what it believes 
is the accident site south of Sicily, 
spokesman Louis-Michel Aymard 
said. He said the company hopes to 
have the first line fixed by Thurs- 
day.

S. Korea Expands Tourism Industry 


Former home of North 
Korean leader is now a 
destination for visitors 

HWAJINPO BEACH, SOUTH KOREA I 
This small stone villa perched 
among fragrant pine trees is about 
as close as most people can get to 
North Korea, in more than one way. 
It is only a few miles away from the 
border, and it was the childhood 
home of the boy who grew up to 
become the leader of the North. 

Kim Jong II was 6 when his father, 
North Korea founder Kim II Sung, 
took ownership of the house known 
as “The Castle” near scenic Hwajin- 
po Beach. When the Korean War 
ended in 1953, the border between 
the Koreas was redrawn, and the 
villa wound up in the South. 

Today, the villa is a tourist site,

On Dec. 1, North 
Korea suspended the only remain- 
ing tours of its country, visits to the 
historic city of Kaesong. 

Tensions between the Koreas are 
at a high since South Korean Presi- 
dent Lee Myung-bak’s election in Feb- 
ruary, when he pledged to get tough 


on the North. The demilitarized zone 
is studded with land mines and sur- 
rounded by barbed wire. The Koreas 
are technically at war. 

About 800 tourists visit the for- 
mer Kim home every day. Reopened 
after a refurbishment, the villa dis- 
plays photos of Kim II Sung and 
documents chronicling his life. 

Not all the tourists are peaceful. 
Visitors scratched out Kim Jong ITs 
face from a childhood photo, and 
activists threatened to blow up the 
building to protest his bid to build 
nuclear bombs. 

Museum officials say their aim is 
not to glorify Kim II Sung but to edu- 
cate visitors about Korea’s history. 

“Some students don’t even know 
who started the Korean War,” said 
Jeon Sun-bok, a 62-year-old muse- 
um lecturer who lost both of her 
parents during the war. “I want to 
tell people about the war’s painful 
memories and explain that such a 
tragedy should not take place again.”

Seasonal jobs now in 
high demand due to 
struggling economy

Md. State 
House Near 
New Finish 

ANNAPOLIS, MD. I The moving trucks 
are back at the Maryland State 
House, where major repairs that 
shuttered the historic building in 
April are nearly finished. 

Movers are set to begin mov- 
ing furniture back inside on Mon- 
day morning, about three weeks 
before the General Assembly con- 
venes for its annual legislative ses- 
sion Jan. 14. 

The main reason for the work 
was to upgrade and retrofit the 
heating and cooling piping systems 
throughout the building. Some pipes 
were more than 40 years old and at 
risk of breaking. 

“While some work will continue 
over the next two weeks, the build- 
ing is ready for occupancy,” said 
Maryland Department of General 
Services Secretary Alvin Collins. 

The cost of the repairs are 
expected to be roughly $10 million, 
but the department doesn’t have 
final numbers yet. Montgomery 
County-based Coakley & Williams 
Construction, of Gaithersburg, is 
the contractor. 

The work involved opening up 
walls, ceilings and floors in the build- 
ing, a process that revealed some 
unexpected problems. For example, 
thousands of feet of ungrounded 
electrical wiring were found to be 
a significant fire hazard, (ap)

Game industry relies 
on loyal customers to 
navigate tough stretch 

NEXT I They stand in line outside 
stores waiting for midnight launch- 
es of new video games. When they 
get home after a long day, they plop 
down in front of the TV not to sit 
back and watch, but to play. 

They’re known as “core gamers.” 
They are people like Greg Wilcox, 
who writes about video games and 
has bought roughly 100 this year, 
and people like Mark Hengst, who’s 
in law enforcement and says daily 
gaming gives him an “interactive 
form of escapism.” 

And there’s Wyatt Du Frane, 
a geology graduate student who’s 
been playing since he was a lit- 
tle boy. 

For the video game industry, 
core gamers are proving crucial. 
Their willingness to regularly, 
loyally buy new titles — no matter 
what — gives the industry abetter 
chance of success than other busi- 
nesses that rely on discretionary 
spending vulnerable to the reces- 
sion. “As long as hard-core gamers 
have a job, they will continue to 
buy games,” said IDC video games 


analyst Billy Pidgeon. 

The industry’s ability to lean 
on core gamers is a bit of a twist, 
because video game makers have 
been working hard to grow by 
expanding their mainstream 
appeal. 

Families and people who haven’t 
picked up a game controller in ages, 
or ever, have flocked to the easy- 
to-master Nintendo Wii since its 
2006 launch. Taking note, Sony 
Corp. and Microsoft Corp. have 
been expanding what their game 
consoles offer, adding movies 
and TV shows, to attract people 
whose idea of the perfect Sunday 
afternoon doesn’t involve shoot- 
ing aliens. 

Yet some analysts believe it will 
turn out to be core gamers — who 
might be more reliable consumers 
of their favorite form of entertain- 
ment than movie buffs or sports 
fans, for example — who keep the 
industry afloat as the rest of us 
cut back. 

Michael Pachter, an analyst 
with Wedbush Morgan, estimates 
that core gamers buy roughly half 
of all video games. “They may be 
wealthy, they may be poor, but they 
have no clue we are in a recession,”

Sing Out in the Crowd 


Katy Perry’s secret 
to success: Create an 
identity all your own 

U N I Q U E I Don’t get Katy Perry twist- 
ed: She absolutely loves being pop’s 
quirky poster girl, the wild child 
with no censor who caused raised 
eyebrows with songs like “Ur So 
Gay” and “I Kissed a Girl.” 

But for all her success over the 
last year, Perry is hoping that songs 
like her most recent No. 1, “Hot n 
Cold,” show she has more to offer 
than kitsch and controversy. 

“It’s my personality, which is up 
and down and sassy and cheeky,” 
says Perry, who recently became a 
Grammy nominee. “You’re gonna 
see me with all kinds of different 
things. Maybe you won’t expect it, 
but that’s what I like to do — keep 
people on their toes.” 

Offering the unexpected was a 
key factor in Perry becoming one of 
pop’s breakout stars this year. While 
“Ur So Gay” — a taunting song to 
an ex-lover more enamored with 
flatirons and skinny jeans than his 
ex-girlfriend — became an under- 
ground talker, it was her equally 
ear-catching song “I Kissed a Girl,” 
about girl-on-girl experimentation, 
that resonated with mainstream 
music fans, becoming a No. 1 sum- 
mer smash.

“She’s not scared to rattle some 
people’s cages lyrically, and say some 
risque stuff,” says singer-songwrit- 
er Butch Walker, who collaborated 
with Perry on some of the tracks on 
her debut album, “One of the Boys.” 
‘’She brings a little bit of the under- 
ground, a little bit of the hipster and 
underground culture to the main- 
stream, and that’s what sells her ... 
as different.” 

And that’s what Perry hoped her 
role in pop music would be. The 
24-year-old, who was raised by 
ministers and dabbled in Christian 
music before heading to Los Ange- 
les as a 17-year-old aspiring artist, 
found most of pop’s princesses to be 
manufactured and boring. 

“Well, what’s the point of being 
in pop or rock ‘n’ roll music if 
you’re going to be a windup doll?” 
Perry says. “Use your own wheels 
and bolts. Even if they break, do it 
yourself.” 

And she has this advice for those 
hoping to be the next Katy Perry: 
Find your own identity. 

“When I first started at 17 in Los 
Angeles, the hit song was ‘Compli- 
cated,’ and everyone wanted me 
to write a ‘Complicated,’” she says 
of Avril Lavigne’s early hit. “I’m 
like, ‘Look that’s her, this is me. 
Everybody loves that song — hope- 
fully everyone will love my song.’”

BOOK I It’s an impressive list: Saul 
Bellow, Elizabeth Bishop, Tru- 
man Capote, Langston Hughes, 
Sylvia Plath, Philip Roth and Wil- 
liam Carlos Williams all worked at 
Yaddo, the legendary artists’ retreat 
in Saratoga, N.Y., founded in 1900 
— the first artists came in 1926 — 
by philanthropist Spencer Trask 
and his wife, poet and playwright 
Katrina Trask. This was the heyday 
of artistic patronage. 

In “Yaddo: Making American 
Culture,” editor Micki McGee 
gathers photos, letters and other 
ephemera from the Yaddo archives 
to create a portrait of collaboration 
and community — although the 
place was hardly scandal-free. The 
arrogance of Yaddo’s gatekeepers 
is reflected in the story of Mario 
Puzo’s application: He was consid- 
ered too lowbrow for Yaddo and was 
granted a residency of only 10 days 
to work on “The Godfather.”

Artists Get in the Game 


‘Guitar Hero’ and 
‘Rock Band’ make big 
money for musicians 

MONEYMAKER I “This song is dedi- 
cated to Debbie Harry,” a woman 
purrs into a microphone on the 
stage of Hyperion Tavern in Los 
Angeles. 

Her tribute is intentionally ludi- 
crous: The performer is about to belt 
out “Call Me,” which Harry — front- 
ing the group Blondie — released 
28 years ago. She’s accompanied on 
fake guitars and drums. 

They’re playing the video game 
“Rock Band 2,” which along with 
“Guitar Hero” is rocking bars and 
living rooms across the country. 


Many songs’ sales have more than 
doubled after release in one of the 
games, and well-known bands have 
started lining up to provide new 
music directly to the game mak- 
ers. Now record labels — noticing 
what they are missing, and strug- 
gling as compact disc sales tumble 
— are looking for a bigger piece of 
the action. 

Although labels get some roy- 
alties from the play-along games’ 
makers, they are often bypassed on 
image and likeness licensing deals, 
which the bands control and which 
account for a rising proportion of 
musicians’ income. Meanwhile, the 
Recording Industry Association of 
America pegged its U.S. members’ 
sales at $10.4 billion in 2007, down

11.8 percent from the year before, 
with a further drop expected for 
2008. By comparison, sales of music 
video games more than doubled 
this year, hitting $1.9 billion in the 
past 12 months, according to NPD 
Group. And they’re expected to 
keep growing. 

Aerosmith made more money off 
the June release of “Guitar Hero: 
Aerosmith” than either of its last two 
albums, according to Kai Huang, 
co-founder of RedOctane, which 
first developed “Guitar Hero.” 

Artists from Nirvana to the 
Red Hot Chili Peppers have seen 
sales of their music more than 
double after being released on 
the games. Some bands are fea- 
tured on special editions — like 
Aerosmith on “Guitar Hero” this 
year and, soon, The Beatles with 
MTV Games — and last month, 
The Killers released two new 
songs on “Guitar Hero” the same 
time their latest album came out.

SLUMP | Morning invades prime 
time. “2008: ‘Today’ Looks Back, 
a Holiday Special” (8 p.m., NBC) 
offers a quick glance back at the 
year’s top-five stories. 

This “Today” special may not 
bring us any earth-shattering rev- 
elations, but it reminds viewers of 
just how few prime-time shows NBC 
has left in its reserves. 

It’s also interesting to note that 
NBC Universal CEO Jeff Zucker is a 
veteran of the “Today” show. When 
he was named president of NBC 
Entertainment back in 2000, many 
thought that this morning-television 
person would shake up the defini- 
tion of prime time. Instead, he has

overseen the demise of NBC. 

The Peacock network has plum- 
meted from No. 1 to No. 3 during his 
tenure.

In contrast, 
Zucker brought us gimmicks like

Israeli companies try 
to stoke Americans’ 
appetite for hummus 

Israelis are famously wild over hum- 
mus. Now, the nation’s two biggest 
makers of the creamy Mediterra- 
nean chickpea paste are looking 
to spread that love to the United 
States. 

Both the Osem Group and its 
rival, Strauss Group, have big plans 
for the American market, hoping to 
cash in on what they say is a growing 
American appetite for hummus.

During the past decade, hummus 
has moved beyond the ethnic food 
niche and solidly into the American 
mainstream, filling supermarket 
refrigerator cases and showing up 
on restaurant menus. 

“It’s not for vegetarians only. It’s 
not for Jews or Israelis only. It’s for 
everybody,” said Omri Lotan, chief 
executive of the prepared foods 
division of Osem, a subsidiary of 
Nestle SA. 

Osem recently paid $57 million 
for the Taunton, Mass., company 
Tribe Mediterranean Foods. And 
last month, Strauss said its New 
York-based Sabra brand, run in a 
joint venture with PepsiCo. Inc., 
would open a new $61 million fac- 
tory in Richmond, Va., in 2010. 

Tribe, the No. 3 U.S. hummus 
maker, expects sales to jump 25 per- 
cent this year to $32 million, while 
market leader Sabra expects sales 


of about $90 million. Together, the 
two companies account for roughly 
half the U.S. hummus market. 

Yet in relative terms, hummus 
sales in the U.S. are minuscule. 
Both firms estimate that hummus 
is eaten in less than 5 percent of 
American homes, a number that 
fuels hopes it could grow into a 
$500 million to $1 billion annual 
industry. 

It’s a far cry from Israel, where 
hummus is eaten in an estimated 
95 percent of households and where 
Osem and Strauss are locked in a 
rivalry reminiscent of the U.S. cola 
wars between Coke and Pepsi. 

Refrigerator sections of Israe- 
li grocers are stocked with ever- 
changing varieties, including onion, 
raw chickpeas and spicy Middle 
Eastern peppers. There even are 
special recipes such as “Jerusalem” 
or “Lebanese” blends. 

The recent Adam Sandler movie 
“You Don’t Mess with the Zohan” 
made light of Israelis’ love for hum- 
mus, as characters brushed their 
teeth with it, mixed it into coffee 
and put out a fire with it. 

The depiction wasn’t too far off. 
Israelis seem to eat hummus any 
time of day. The country has count-

less restaurants that serve little 
more than hummus and pita bread, 
and the mere mention of hummus 
can set off animated debates over 
where to get the best dish. 

Hummus even sparked an inter- 
national incident last summer. Upon 
his return from the Olympic Games 
in Beijing, bronze-medal Israeli 
windsurfer Shahar Zubari went 
on a rant about his Chinese hosts, 
complaining that he couldn’t find 
hummus anywhere. 

“Give me home-cooked food, 
especially hummus,” he said in a 
newspaper interview. “I can live off 
hummus.” Both Zubari and Israel’s 
sports minister later apologized for 
the comments. 

Israel’s love affair with hummus 
also has ruffled the feathers of its 
Arab neighbors, who claim the food 


as their own. The Lebanese Indus- 
trialists Association says it wants to 
sue Israel to stop it from marketing 
hummus as Israeli. 

With the hummus wars start- 
ing to heat up in America, Strauss 
appears to have the edge. Since 
buying Sabra in 2005, it has more 
than quadrupled sales and pro- 
duction to 1,600 tons a year, and 
now controls about a third of the 
market, said Giyora Bar-Dea, chief 
executive of Strauss’ North Ameri- 
can operations. 

Bar-Dea said Strauss conclud- 
ed early on that hummus need not 
remain an ethnic niche food. 

“Hummus is all about health. 
It’s all about authenticity. It’s all 
about convenience, ready to eat, 
fresh, all the major trends that we 
believe are now leading the con- 
sumer needs,” he said. 

Both companies say they will 
avoid imposing Israeli tastes on 
America. While hummus often is 
eaten as a full meal in Israel, it is 
seen as a snack dip and sandwich 
spread in the U.S. This has translat- 
ed into flavors marketed in America 
that never would fly in Israel, such 
as sun-dried tomato blends. 

“We don’t talk Israeli. We talk 
American,” said Bar-Dea. josef
